We rtpeet whet we heve ofteu »»id in tbew colnmna, a teTOlnaon can never 
be “made;” neither by one man, even If be were tbe moat powerful geniui, nor by a 
few tboniand men, ereu if they were ever ao fanatical. 

We bare example! of tbia in blatory. 

Altbougb tbe Catbolic cburcb in the Thirteenth and Kourteentb centuriei waa 
in preaiing need of a “reform of head and memben,” at the holy church conn- 
dl! ao often complained, yet the talented Cola Itienxi, after a brief acaaon of tri- 
amph, waa burned in Borne at tbe atakc in the public market-place, amid the 
laioidnga of the people. Although the French eapeciaily were quite convinced of 
the neceaaity of a reformation, it waa Juat in Prance, that the Albigenaea were 
Heraecuted and rooted out with bloody aeverity. So It waa in other conntrlea. But 
when the time waa ripe, there aroae a rough monk, a mao who waa neither a 
ftoina nor a acholar. And thia vulgar blnaterer, Martin Luther, carried through 
•aw»eaafally what many other and greater men before him bad attempted in vain. 
The mioda of men bad been prepared for the revolntion,—the reformation mnat 
he c-jaaldered aa auch—juat by the development of eventa. 

Bo it ia with every revolution. It ia alwnya dependent upon the development 
of conditiooa. Tbe revolution la only the real on a preceding evolution in 
. man'a minda. And it may require m.tny ao-called “revolutlona'' to carry out a 
, {borough reform auccesafully. 

In our opinion, thoae who would adviae atreet rlota and inanrrectiona would 
he guilty of a crime againat the laboring claaa, eapeciaily in view of the perfection 
at modern inatrumenta of murder and the helpleaa condition of the workera. An 
appeal to anna (eapeciaily without having any arma) ia more than fooliah. And 
ha muat aurely be anfferiug from hardening or aoftening of the brain who expect! 
a laadjuatment of our present conditions from the ‘propaganda of the deed,*’ that 
is, from bomba and terorriam. 

We are moat decidedly in favor of the ballot and a propaganda of education, 
aad wa mnat have a great many ballots and a great deal of education. 

Bowevar, we must not forget that all nations which have mvolntioniied ex- 
IltiBg coiiditlona have been combalanta, tjiat is, they have been armed. 

Such was decidedly the case in the time of the reformation and during the 
■agliab revolution. 

In France Indeed the people were poorly armed at 6rat, till they plundered 
tbe state arsenal on the morning of July 14, 1780, and took 2^000 guns and cart- 
ridges. But in the first place, the French aristocracy waa perfectly rotten and no 
■eager capable of realatance, and secondly, the regular French troops fraternised 
with tbe people from the Very beginning of tbe Bevolution. 

Moreover, history teaches ns that an armed people has always Ixen a free 
people. There has never been a plainer example of tbia than the Boers. 
Trraata and usurpers therefore have always taken care to disarm the people, 
and the English will no doubt do the same thing in South Africa if the great 
*worid empire" ever should succeed in subduing what ia left of the 30,000 peace¬ 
able Dutch farmers—a little nation that learned bow to use tbe shotgun. When- 
avpr one nation or one class comes under the yoke of another, the conquered na- 
tieo or conquered class is always disarmed, and rendered non-combatant 

The founders of our constitution well understood and considered alt this, 
aad therefore inserted the following clause in tbe constitution of tbe United 


“A well-regulated militia being necessary to the security of a free state, the 
Hlbt Of tbe pe<^Ie to keep aad bMr arms shall not be infringed.”—Amendment 
Be, Articlb: IT. 

This danse -was placed in the constitation expressly for the purpose of giving 
w people an opportonlty to defend their treedom. 

In the debate npon thla danse it was insisted thst such a right mnat be re- 
viiiiid for the people to guard them eventmally against nsnrpers In onr country. 

goes without ssj^ing, that the founders o>f this repnblic never even dreamed 
of BQdt a militia at ours ia today—tbe arming of derka and fops to hold in check 

Irest mast of the people for tbe benefit of a few money bags. In those days 
(ITSS^) these was no more a plntocracy than a proletariat In this country. 
Ooodltions were then entirely different. 

But although tbe fathers of our republic took snch anxious pains to create 
a '*nstloii !n arms,** yet today there Is scarcely any other folk in the world 
(exoapt probably the Chinese or Rnsslans) ao radically disarmed, so totally with- 
att weapons as the mass of tbe American workmen. In Germany and France al* 
tiott every man la a soldier, almost every man Is thus at one time of his life an 
ABHED man. Thia imprints a certain stamp upon tbe people. However 
severdy MILITARISM should be condemned, it has at least this ONE GOOD 
flOE, that besides discipline, it gives the man a certain, self-confidence and 
tsachea him tbe use of a gun. Neither the French nor the German government 
voirid dare to do snch things as our coal barons In Pennsylvsnls and Illinois, 
or the street car magnates during strikes. On the other hand, tbe workingmen 
of Enrope are much too wise and too well-disciplined to attempt street revo- 
btloos or rfots. 

To those who arc afraid to trust the people with fire arras tbe example 
of Swltserlind proves most clearly that a general arming of the people would by 
M means result in a ^revolntion.” In SwUserlaod every citlseo la a soldier and 
owas his owr weapon and keeps It at home. Tbe government teaches the 
POdple the use of arms for reasons of state. Although tbe Swiss workingmen 
nre by no meaiLs better situated materially than their American brothers, and 
althongb the Swiss bourgeoisie sometimes carries on regular baiting against labor 
•fitttors, we bear nothing of revolutions or dangerous insurrections in Switxer- 
Uad. There is a great deal lesi rioting in SwUxerland than either In Ameri- 
ct or in Russia, where people are totally disarmed. 

, On the contrary, if the aoclal question is settled in any country without 
^filing a drop of blood, that country will be Switcerland. And one thing is cer- 
Uin. Swiss owners of factories or mills would never dare to have tbelr work- 
neo shot down In cold blood like wild beasts, by hired constables, for such a 
Muse would probably resnlt In a bloody revolution. When there was a gen- 
sval railroad strike in BwUserlaud in 1807 the nation simply BOUGHT THE 
BOADS and settled the strike. Please compare this method with tbe American 
Bode of procedure during the Debs strike in 1894. 

There can be no question sbont it—the general disarming of tbe people has 
•ontrihnted very conaiderably to tbelr euslavement We are obliged to fear our 
‘^^fiovenuaeut” far more than tbe Mouteuegrins, Araba apd other half-barbarous 
<tces ftsr theirs. And yet, in accordance with progress, our higher dvHisa- 
tten. our higher culture, ought to make us only ao much tbe freer. 

Our ruling class indeed knows better how to value the advantage of arma. 
Rot only are barradcs erected In the neighborhood of all the large cities, not 
JBly is the militia limited to a comparatively few regiments, recruited from the 
*'lBtteri* dais, instead of arming all tbe people aa in Swltserlsnd—but even In 
and ikdiool the middle class and thdr chiidreo are taught to hate and 
klftor the so-called ^dangerous daases.” 

Thia is called teaching **patriotiam.” 

And although certain capitalistic papers tell us every day that there are 
^ *'dasses” in the United States, bat only. American dtiaena; the text-bode of 
^ OoMstitnUoQ by A. D. Wrtght, which ia osed in the public schools of Mil- 
^•kee, aays the following on page 287: 

'*We are fortunate in being protected by the ocean from foreign foea, but 
vBe is danger of dvil wara, and of mob violence from the DANGSROUS 
^■^t^hSSES of our populaticm, and for these contingencies we need an effldent 
■BtHa system, such as we have not now." 

, So in this book the existence of dangerous dassea of the population, threat- 
8MBg dvil war .and mob rule, it offldally tangbt the diildren as instruction in 
* text-book or constitution, snd in a country where the ballot la soppoaed to be 
.wghty and the vote of the DANGSROUS CLASSES ia theoreUcally sop- 
jSasd to have the power to change the coostltutloo and the militia and every- 
Blag else at any time^ if compoalng the majority, whidi It undoubtedly does.

'Rie House, ot--Representatives of the 
Fifty-seveBth Congress Is now composed 
of 867 memben and four delegates from 
the territories. Of the members 197 tre 
Repoblicans, 152 Democrats and 8 are 
classified as either Fnalonists or Silver- 
Ites. They will caucus with the Demo¬ 
crats, however, and when there is t di¬ 
vision on party lineii will vote with 
them, so that tbe Ripubllcsn majority 
will be thirty-seven. Senator Hehfeld, 
the last PopnlUt in the Senate, has 
also joined tbe Democrats for better or 
wone, snd this marks the entire dlsip- 
pearsnee of the Populists from tbe Con¬ 
gress of the United States. 

A London disimtch states that William 
Waldorf Astor, the Americso multi-mil- 
lianalre who expatriated himself and be^ 
came an Eoglithman, la still far from be¬ 
ing received in tbe bosom of John Bull’s 
family. When Battle Abbey was sold 
at auction on Tnewday for 11,000,000, 
Mr. AstM* was reported to be tbe pur-: 
chsier. Ho deni^ this, sod with sig¬ 
nificant Unanimity the editors expr<.saed 
satisfaction that Bsttle Abbey bad been | 
purchased by ‘*ao Englishman.** 

We cannot nuderstand this, as Astor is 
s very wealthy man snd as thorough 
and vulgar a snob as tbe greatest of 
British lords. There is evidently a lit¬ 
tle of the old antagonism nud> hatred be¬ 
tween Feudalism and Capitalism left, 
even now in England—where tbe “nobUl- 
ty'* has had longer and mure intimate re¬ 
lations with the bourgeoisie than In any 
other country in Europe. 

”The constant course of the natural 
law of history admits of no sudden Jumps 
snd DO unpn*meditated advenlores,” says 
tbe German Socialist writer, Karl Kaut- 
sky, very justly. Of course we under¬ 
stand very well that the question W'heth- 
er this or that person is right, w'hether 
this or that platform is correct or not, 
whether this or the other prophecy of 
the future is most likely to be realised, 
has no impoitance for the cause of So¬ 
cialism. BO long 88 a lorge majority of the 
workingmen themselves are indifferent to 
thia movement and some of them are 
even unfriendly. But Just for this rea¬ 
son we must insist on continuing'to stand 
upon tbe foundation of bare facts. We 
should be fools if we amused ourselves 
with chattering over an economic confes¬ 
sion of faith, while we let our hands Re 
in our laps and waited for the arrival of 
the millennium. The millcnniam will nev¬ 
er come; for centuries men hate fought, 
worked and suffered for it, and they will 
fight, work and suffer for it many centu¬ 
ries longer. Scientific SocialtsU have 
only to do with present actual condi¬ 
tions; only with these have we to reckon, 
predstOy -because w’c wish to transform 
these couditiODt from top to bottom.

It esnt be otherwise. 

They are educated and energetic, snd 
all of them in a greater or leas degree 
have enjoyed snch privileges as wealth 
can secure. These are the men who wlU 
positively lefuse to be tbe slaves of the 
plutocratic class. 

Tbe mas who was bom and bred a 
wage-slave docs not find It nearly ss 
hard to work for wages ac the man who 
at one time or other was an Independent 
man. He feels it most. Easy circum¬ 
stances have enabled him to cultivate 
his taste for art, leisure, etc., and have 
increased hls*^ wants. Now yr,a cannot 
deceive a man like that with laanea like 
Imperialism, free trade, high tariff, etc. 
The experience of bis whole life ia 
against K. 

As to the ballot: It will not always 
work as slowly as now. The ballot Isj 
s vei 7 important weapon-hy far the 
most imporUnt at present. But that! 
may net always be so^ snd at any rate | 
Is a high Dsoral principle to teach the 
jonng idea how to shoot. 

Yet, after all, the proletariat, the wage 
workers, will have to furnish the bulk of 
■tlie fighters. And while in our quick- 
living epoch we may press tbe history of 
a century Into a decade—It will reqmre 
time for further economic development of 
the capitalistic syatem as well as for tbe 
education and enlightenment of thework- 
Ingmen. Then tbe ill-feeling among the 
laborers themselves will by necessity 
vanish. Still, tbe editor must decline to 
Kite a definite period when all that Is 
gidng to happen. But fortunately we do 
nut need “angels** or “angelic men** to 
introduce Socialistic mcasuree and lead 
this system over to Socialism. On the 
contrary, judging from our opponents on 
tile cspitsllstlc side, it will be s decided 
advantage If our people will have qolte 
a little of the—devil in them. There- 
will be time enough to become “angelic** 
when cooditioDs and circumstances make 
that kind of men and women posaible, 
i. e., under Socialism. 


•^watGlidogs 01 the Railroads'^: 


The present “brotherhoods" are very useful to the railroad companies. 
They buiy the dead and act wat^ over tbe living. They have officers whose 
pockets bnlge with annoal phases from tbeli friends and co-workeza, tbe rail¬ 
way managers. They are landed by capttalist politicians, have great pull 
with capitalist'office-holders snd enjoy the distinguished consideration of tbe cap- 
iUlist press. They tre nursed and coddled by the railroads for the good they 
are doing—the railroads. They all hare a grand (?) master <!1). A plain mas¬ 
ter would not do. He mast be titled and decorated ao be can '.e pointed out 
with pride by his subjects. 

These “brotherhoods’* claim the divine right to rule railway employes, and 
the companies back them up in it. A few cases in point may he cited: In 1891 
tbe “grand** officers of said brotherhoods joined the officials of the Atlantic & 
Pacific Railway company In wiping the new Brotherhood of Ballway employes 
off thst system, the latter being composed of men who had grown tired of the 
old rule of submission and subserriency. 

In 1892 the grand officers of the B. of R. T. united with the officials of the 
Chicago A North-Weelem railway In discharging over 400 switchmen, members 
of the old Switchmen’s union, snd then filling the places of the decapitated 
switchmen. This sweet-scented job burslod tbe then existing '’federation" of 
railway employes, to the relief and delight of the railway managers. This put 
the B. of R. T. lu great favor with th railroads and it bos stood ace high 
with thein ever since. 

In the Great Northern strike the grand officers were promptly on the ground 
and helped President “Jim" Hill all they could to beat the strikers, but the 
A. R. U. was too sUoog for them and licked the whole combiostion. 

What happened in the great Pullman strike is still fresh in the memory. 
The “grand" officers were the faithful alUes of the railroads and contributed 
nobly to the defeat of the strikers. 

In tbe past few days Clark of tbe Conductors snd Morrissey of the Train¬ 
men helped the Denver A Kio Grande to knock out its switchmen, destroy their 
union and make them nice and obedient to their masters. This job completed 
Morrissey rushed frantically serosa the country to Pittsburg ou his annual passes^ 
where tbe rebellious switchmen had also broken out of their reservation and 
gone on the warpath. What Morrissey and Lee did there the press dis¬ 
patches report very fully and these “grand" strike-breakers should be proud of 
it, and the switchmen should rise up and call them blessed. 

These brotherhood^ don’t associate with common labor unions because the 
railroads don't want them to fall into bad (omiiany and jeopardise their use 
fulness, and P. M. Arthur, tbe millionaire labor leader of Euclid avenue 
Cleveland, who is patron-saint of the railroad managers and patriarch of their 
superlative allies, tbe “grand masters," hes often warned them of the awful 
cooseqnences that would follow, not only to themselves but to the widows sod 
orphans if they had anything to do with tbe common cattle of (be labor move¬ 
ment. 

These sentinels fo,- the railroads have long been engaged In making their 
nesU—and bedtime is coming. There Is a day of reckoning, gentlemen, and no 
single item will be overlooked in the account.

At the convention of the American 
Federation of Labor in Scranton, Pa., 
Beu *nilet and Oharles Cbanler, /rater- 
.nnl delegates from tbe British trades 
unions, addressed tbe delegates. 

Comrades Tillet, who is a famous Eng¬ 
lish Soi-ialist, spoke of tbe splendid work 
(Lat the Miners’ federation. comjMMied of 
a half million men, was doing in Engl.nnd 
nitd Scotland. He advocatid the iiiii- 
uicipalizat'OD ami nationalization of all 
public utilities, and said that tbe force 
that is now doing more for Labor than 
any other is the intellectual force of So¬ 
cialism. He emphasized the importance 
of liberal cootributlous of inuney to hi*lp 
labor in its pre.sent struggle lor b<‘itor 
conditions, and differed with President 
(tompers on ibc qm-stion of compulsory 
arbitration. | 

Referring to the Boer war, he dt^-l 
dared: | 

“Jr the English democracy and the 
Boer democracy had got together the 
Rhodeses and the Chamberlains and the 
whole lot of scoundrels like them w’oiild 
itot have got the two countries into a 
war." 

Tlliet is right, no doubt. Tbe trouble 
is only that there is not enough of an 
English democracy to count for anything. 
The great majority of tbe English union 
men do not share Tiilet’a views on that 
point, we are sorry to say. 

Mr. Cbanler, the other English deUs 
gate, referred to (he benefits of. trades 
unionism. He advocated old ago pen¬ 
sions. He said that the trades unions of 
England bad provided for the comfort 
and wellbeing of the toilers who, by rea¬ 
son of their age, were iocapaclatiHl for 
work. The same system ought, if possi¬ 
ble, to be adopted here. lie advocated 
high assessments in (he unions. Tbe best 
way to win a strike w'as for tbe strikers 
to have a good bank account. 

This claptrap shows the vainglorious! 
W’eakness of English trades unionism ^ 
pretty clearly. Just now the London! 
Times ia printing a series of articles on 
‘The Crisis ia. British Industry." In 
these articles the London Times Is dls-j 
tinctly charging tbe trade unions with! 
filling np London workhouses by refusing 
permission to elderly men to work under 
the regulation price laid down. Now. 
while this charge has clearly a capitalis¬ 
tic motive, still it does not look ss If 
“the trades unions of England provided 
for the comfort and wellbeing of toilers 
who by reason of their age were iocapa- 
citated for work.” Or do tbe English 
workhouses provide so splendidly “for tbe > 
comfort and tbe welJbeiog of aged toll¬ 
ers?” At any rate, we do not want the 
same system adopted here. By the way, 
the London Times quotes one workhouse 
master who also declares thst the policy 
of the English trades unions was ac¬ 
countable for the largf- numbers of men 
v/bo came into bis bands. Now, we give 
this opinion for what It is worth, and Jt is 
not worth mueb.* Yet the policy of the 
English trades unions Is far from being 
worthy of imitation, although our uoion 
men “pure and aimple" are alavishly imi¬ 
tating it. 

According to statistics, outdoor pauper¬ 
ism in London is disappesriog and (he 
workhouse wards are filling up. In 1801, 
when there were 2,800,000 people in the 
metropolis, there were 06,0(X> outdoor 
'paupers, against only 26^500 Indoors, 


Now there are 4,000,(XX) people snd only 
30,700 outdoor paupers, while those in¬ 
doors have increased to U2JMX). 

Pauperism is not nearly as bad in this 
country—and the English trades uikms 
have surely no reason to brag of their 
^at aecompliShmeuu for the wellbeing 
of aged toilers.

Mr. (dolman—There are stall aaloons, 
or recently have been, where jrirls from 
12 yean old upward are boo^t far 25 
to SO cents. 

Mayor Bose—Will you swear to it 
yourself? 

Hr. Colman—I am stating what 1 have 
reason ts Mteve—very strong reason to 
bellort. 


Mayw Rose—My perries ore not based 
D^xm theories, they are based upon prac- 
tjcal experience, dther experience that I 
have had myarif or that others have had. 
Now, I will tell you, aentlraeo, that it 
is better to look an evu straight between 
the eyeu. I do not beUeve in bypocriay. 
There 'ire e|j|s that have existed since 
the birtn of the human family. Millions 
of men have gone down in the attempt 
to eradicate thoae evils, but tbe evils snr- 
rive. Now, what ia best to be done? 
To Bay because you have a law upon 
the statute books which you may at¬ 
tempt to enforce, but cannot enforce, 
that you will attempt to do so, or trea^ 
the matter In some other v’ay, recog- 
nize it US au evil that does exist and 
nolu It right down where you have it 
by the throat every minute? Yon can 
say you are not enforcing the law. They 
have men trying to enforce that same 
law for hundreds of years, and. it ia 
practically today a deid Inter on our 
statute books, for tbe reason that you 
cannot enforce any law unless you have 
pubbe wntlment to sustain it.

Mayor Rose—Whoever told you that la 
a liar. 

Now we do not want to trouble our 
Headers with more of the convet'Kation— 
this sample ought to be suOicient. 

But it is f'f the highcKt interest to 
thinking people of this city and of the 
country that the mayor of a large city— 
a mao who has boon seriously mentioned 
all over the country as a funning mate 
for Bryon-has bluntly admitted that 
laws against prostitution cannot be on- 
forcetl under the present system. We 
do not want to go into details—in fact 
WK KNOW that a great deal could be 
dune against tbe “stall saloon" evil- 
according to (he preachers there are 110 
stall saloons In our city. And yet this 
city claims to be, and Is proven by sta¬ 
tistics “one of the most orderly of the 
large cities in the United States." 
Gninhiiag and many other evils could 
also esKily lie stopped. But we do not 
inteml to speak for tbe preachers and 
bourgiKiis "reformers," who are the sorri¬ 
est and most insincere lot of people oo 
earth. 

But to every tbiukiug mao and woman 
we will say this: 

It is croo, under the capitalistic system 
this and other evils cannot be ersd* 
Icnted l>ecause they sre INNATE in the 
syntem Itself. But for that very reason 
we declare: Put the Social Democrat¬ 
ic party Into power end you will see this 
aud other evils DISAPPEAR ENTIRE¬ 
LY at the same ratio as tbe sphere of 
Soeiallfm and tbe power of Socialists 
grow ill this country. There is only one 
iimnil to all this: Work for BodsUsm:

The consum¬ 
ing power of the home market is deter- 
maed by the decrenKing wage of the 
iadustriai classes, and ly the lessening 
pulsing power of the Ameriesn farm¬ 
er. There is thus a steady increase in 
tbesai]^ns lommiMlith^ available fur ex- 
pcH. ^is being the cum*, we aru jus¬ 
tified in asking the question, what shall 
we do when our roerthants and mechan¬ 
ics have to I'ompide In t|ie w*tir)d wdth 
the cheap labiir of China and Jaiwn? 
Large amounts of capital are si4*king in¬ 
vestment abroad, the nature of the capi- 
■Ctll^ic system of prmluctioo and distrb 
botion—its aim and objtH't—being the 
peodnetioD of snrt>his value. The con¬ 
stant lowering <»f the rate <if intent! in 
civilised countries, font's'the siiridtis cap¬ 
ital to si*ek investment elM^where. The 
/spectacle of the scramble for the ^hnres 
' sf the Limon Tiui I'oiiipany. which w'ere 
subscribed for tbriH^ times oyer, and other 
like cases, sliow conclusively that capital¬ 
ists are everywhere struggling for profit¬ 
able investments. China—with its vast 
tuuoarces, its variety of cUmste, its splen¬ 
did system of navigable rivers, and its 
hordes of cheap laborers—is standing on 
the threshold of a new era. There the 
unused milUons of EuroiM^ and America 
will find ready Investment. The great 
eommerdaX nations are already taking 
the first steps to let loose an industrial 
•eonrge npon the earth. 

And what is to become of the Ameri¬ 
can farmer w‘ben the introduction of the 
automobile I'ompletGB the work of the 
troUey car and destroys the market tor 
horses? What will bmane of the com¬ 
mercial traveler and the suixTfiuous me- 
ehtnic when the eeotralixatian of indus- 
try in the hands of the trnsts does away 
with all unnecessary labor? There ia 
, bat one answer: These economic condi- 
tiooB will compel society eventually to 
ladertake the orderly arrangement of its 
busIsesM—to balancf* its pixHluction and 
.^tributioD. It will be forct^d Into social- 
na, biological objections to the contrary 
■Otwitbsta tiding. 

The second and third diTiKion.s of the 
answer may well be treaU*d together. 
An appeal to known facts will certiiniy 
be co nceded the 1h*si answ’er that can be 
pwii to any question. Let ns see, there* 
nm*, wbst light expt^rlments in collec- 
uviam will throw uiiuiu the problem. TW 
Rngllsb navy is certainly the finest in the 
eorld; yet almost a-U its vessels have 
been entirely ('onstructed In the govern¬ 
ment yards. Each ship, from keelson to 
wal truck, has bi^en built by men in 
the service of the government. Each 
gun, from the. one bnudred and ten ton- 
ucr at Chatham to the small arm carried 
by the marines, is manufactured in the 
great arsenal at Wordwicb or in the gov- 
cnmient factory at Enfield. The clotb- 
|ng of both soldiers and sailors la made 
Id the ^vemmeiit shops at Pimlico, and 
the bread they eat is baked in govern¬ 
ment ovens. Here, then, is an experi¬ 
ment in collectivism conducted npon a 
very large scale. What light dot's it 
throw on the question at issue? An In- 
^J^lon of the dockyards, fonndries, fac¬ 
tories. stores and bakeries owned and op- 
ufaied by the British government reveals 
in army of artisans and laborers at work, 
tmeeeusfuliy conducting the many opera- 
tWM necessary to the outfitting and 
mttn tsnance of hundreds of thonsands of 
men. The skill and eflScieocy they dls- 
gjay tod the onality of the work they 
rani out are fully equal, If not superior, 
to th at produced In the yards of Arm- 
jrang St Keswick, or .Oimegieat Home- 
Keud. The animnnitlon boots, for in- 
iunplled to Thomas Atkins at 
wmO t pair cannot be duplicated in jwi- 
we life for twice the money; and the 
eiocbes served to him by a patemaJ gov- 
uminent at f4.75 a suit are as strong and 
l^h^ihle SB they are cheap. Ind^. a 
of •‘filing his necessaries to envi- 
QOS civilians occasionally grts Mr. At- 
Jnm Into trouble with the authorities, 
at the same time pays a high trHiute 
to the quality of his b^ongings. 

^tony illustrations of the like kind can 
juaccnmalated from aJI dvili^ na- 

S ramt, TThe German telephone uystecn 
ves the best and cheup^t uenrice in 
• vfprld. TTie postal syutema of all 
ra^Wes may bo cited as proofs of the 
^oticabllity of collectlTiam. Great Brit- 
ijn owns her teJegranh and expreua sys- 
{pD*. and almost all catmtrles <^rate 
police and fire depaitroento. The 
nnemn of education has passed from 
the hands of the private teacher: and, W 
«ny further proof were needed, sorely 


the snccesafol^applicatlon of the princi¬ 
ple of the mnniclnaJ owuenbip of public 
utiUties would satisfy the roost inveterate 
doubter. 

Here, th«^ in differeat eountrles art 
some millicnui of persons 4n the service 
of their respective governments. They 
are ordinary, common people, subject to 
iho same pasrions, virtues, and vices as 
the remainioK members of society. Thes 
have also the habit of choosing lesser 
proximate happiness to greater future 
happiness, which disringuisbes the large 
majority of their feHow-ereatures. What, 
then, is the '‘incentive to exertion” that 
kwps them at work? What is it that 
makes Tummy Atkins accomplish forced 
marches In the beat of the Isoiulan. and 
causes his American brother to chase the 
elusive FiUpino through fever swamtw? 
W hence comes (he rapid stride of the 
postman? Why does the fireman piQngo 
into the flame and smoke of 
the bnrning building, and the po- 
lii'oman risk hts life in the pro- 
tecH<»n of the lives and property of 
others? Wherefore tile* the ihhi of the 
g(»veniment clerk over his pnis-r? And 
why do the ‘’Iniikler* of the ship”—the 
sawyers and the canM*ulers. the riveters 
and the Isiiler-makers, the maehinist and 
the roiiodrymen and the Idacksmiths— 
oue ami ali. from the highest to tlie low¬ 
est. ply their vocations with such indus¬ 
try? Why? B<*rause all are ojiimated 
by the same Incrntive—the h(*|s* of rc- 
wanl, the desire of promotion, the fear 
of dismissal. It is, as John Btnart Mill 
rt*ninrk(Ml. “very much a question of e^lii- 
action: a man may lie taught to dig and 
w»*ave for bis comitry even ns he has 
Ikm'II taught to fight for it.” And there 
Is absolutely no reason why these incen¬ 
tives. which now move to exertioti the 
Iieople engaged in private and piihlii 
enteriirises.^ should not continue to do so 
in a collectivist society. Given a strong 
central niithority, willing and able to i«n- 
fiirce the law’s, an authority that would 
have liehind It nil the fonv of piildie 
opinion, it stvins ri>nsouahle to siipisise 
that idle ]M>TMons could Im> mon' effective¬ 
ly dealt with than under existing condi¬ 
tions. They might choose lietweeii wi»rk 
and' starvation: thcru conk) be no other 
oltcmatlve. 

Then* remains but one irfhcr ixiint to 
Im* tiMicheii upon. If it lie gmnt4'd, that, 
w’ith u strong central aiithrolty i>stale 
Ilshed. the usual Incentives that roore to 
action coarser natures w'ill obtain, have 
we any surety that higher fonns of hu¬ 
man emleavor will continue? Will .he 
tip** fruits of intellect, still adorn the 
gardensof an aesthetic ririlixation? What 
incentive will cause a man to uiidt-rtake. 
for Instance, the immenoo lalstrs neces¬ 
sary to achieve literary perfection? Is 
it probotUe that n man tliat could satisfy 
bis iiiuncfluite w’ants by a litile IskHIv 
lalsir wrtuld Ik* likely to rnnh-rtiike such 
arduous toll? 

An analysis of the ambition that 
caus«*s men to undertake such tasks will* 
disclose the fact that it Is a complex 
finding, made up of many components. 
Probably the chief of these Is ths love 
of approbation—the di*idre to stand well 
ill toe eye of one’s fellows. Again. 
di'Cp down in the heart of man is to lx* 
found the desire to leave some little 
mark upon the sands of time. The 
thought of annihilation, w’itbont even n 
fleeting remembrance remaining of/4iis 
life and labors, ia utterly repul^ve. 
Wherefore it is that w’e find him under¬ 
taking all kinds of laliorlons tasks to 
pernetnate bis memory. The pyramids 
of Egypt, built in the dawn of history 
to hand down foreviT the fame of sooie 
now forgotten monarch, are striking evi¬ 
dences of the strength of this feidiug. 
The shepherd who liurnt the temple of 
Diana chose Infamy lM*fore oblivion, and 
throughout the ages are scattered'count¬ 
less crldenci‘s of the di*sin» of man to 
leave his mark: yea. in mir own time, 
meiliocrity strivi-s to perpiHuate its mem¬ 
ory by the erection of niUIlou-iloIlnr 
tombs. 

The love of power is yet aiiotlier coni- 
|M>iient of niiiuilioii. The centurion in, 
the Scripture* said: ‘T>»rd. thou know- 
i*st' I am a man In authority. 1 say: 
unto this man. go and he goctfa; unto 
that man come, and he conieth.” And 
as it was-, with the centurion, so it is 
with all men—they love to sit in high 
placis. The desire for knowli*dge must 
also 1 h* addl'd to other feelings. Men; 
have Mufferi*il torture*, imprisonment and 
even death at the stake In defemu* of 
the knowleilge (bey. thought right. Ttie 
figure of Bruno stands forth from 
black night of ignorance that settleil 
dow’n oviT meilieval Kuro|M*. a striking 
instanec of the power of kiiow’leilge to 
more men to noble action. Ilalisl 1m*- 
fore the innuisltion he Is informiKl that 
he ha* Imkhi guilty of her(**y and is 
askisl to n*cnnt. There are uo wit- 
niwsi**. no aecusiT*—niHii* hnt the famil¬ 
iars of the h^v ofiit-e moving stealthily 
about him. The tormeirtor* are in the 
vaults lM*iow’. With none to sustain him. 
he cannot and will nut di*ny that which 
be know’s to he tnie. He is haiidet! over 
to the civil authorities and burned at the 
stake. Galileo, imprisoned, and for the 
last ten years of tils life treated with 
remor^esa severity, for persisting In 
saying that which even hi* accusers 
knew to bi* true, and Miltori. the. blind 
poet, receiving in exchange for 'Tara- 
dise IxMt” the miserable pittance of five 
ponnda, are also Instonees of the strength 
of this feeling. All the varied feelings 
here enumerated go to make up that 
omnplex emotion calleil ambition—the 
love of aM>robation. the desire to be re- 
roembercil. the love of power and the 
thirst for knowledge. It would be a iMild 
man indeed who dared to assert that 
such an emotion was brought into exist¬ 
ence by industrial competition. 

On the other hand, history records 
many instances of useful lives and gn*at 
talents cmsheil’out or crir^ed by too 
harsh a competition. The brilliant 
Chatterton was compelled by III cnrciim- 
stances to harness bis genius and waste 
his splendid powers on tbs copying of 
deeds. Finally, after three days starva¬ 
tion—too proud to accept alms-^he died 
by his own hand in a lonely garret. 
.TohnsOn and Goldsmith lived in penury. 
Shakespeare, the intellectnal giant of the 
ages, lived harassed by debt and dfe«1 a 
comparative nobody—a play-actor, a “fel¬ 
low of the baser sort.” To this list 
might be added the names of most of 
tbe literary criebrities of the past. With 
few exce^ions they lived In misery, pan¬ 
dering to the humon of some patron, 
and died in poverty.

Considerable irrierest U aroosed by the 
dividend of 123,0(10.000 paid by the Unit¬ 
ed States Steel (kirimratiun, and by tbe 
further report that this large sum repi-o- 
senls only a |»art of tbe great concern’s 
profits. As the New York Journal of 
Comiueree tells it: 

•'Cheeks wert* Mmt on Wednesday to 
membi'ni of the tiii<lerw*riting syndicate 
of the Uiiiteil State* Steel CorporatifHi 
amounting to 12^ |H*r cent, of their nomi¬ 
nal subscriptiuu*. or to $^,000,000 in 
the aggregate, the syndicate being for 
tbe nomiiikl mini of FJOO.OOO.OOO. As 
only p»T w‘nt. of thl* amount was 
called, however, it will bi* seen that the 
current dividend or ilistrihiition by the 
msiiagerH of the Kytnlicste is practically 
tbe return of the entire amount actually 
paid in. In addition to this payment it 
is learned on reliable authority that the 
profits of the syndicate are largely in ex¬ 
cess of the amount actUaHy paid in. It 
was recently noted in these cmiimns that 
th<*se profits were estimated at about 
per <’cnt.. or say ?53.000,t.KJfl. It is now 
estimateii. however, that these profits 
may Mual or exec«*d .*10 per cent., or $t)0,- 
OOCt.OOO, I'he syndii'Bte docs not expire 
until next May, it is iindcrstwid. and it 
may he that a part or all of the profits 
will Ik* retained until that lime, as emer¬ 
gencies might arise which would make it 
d(*sirablc to use them* funds in support¬ 
ing the St M'k. or for other purposes. Up 
to date, however, act'urdiiig to the most 
reliable authority cbtainahle. the finan¬ 
cial histor)' of 'be syndicate may be sum- 
moritisl as follows;'

For a girl coming to New York to 
study ail liiconie of at least $12 a wi*<*k 
is nccesKary to live in civilixi*<] deinicy, 
leaving the luxurie* out of the question. 
Anything less mean* physical deteriora¬ 
tion, a dulling of tbe inetital faculties 
and a crmitequcnt inability to do her 
work well. 

.Indgf'il by this standanl 1K> p«*r c«*ut. 
of' the working wimien of New York 
are dangerously underpaid. Ia*sb than 
10 per cent —.that is, Ics* than 15,000- 
receive $9 n wei*k op more. Twenty- 
eight per ei*nt—in round nnnilM*rs At,- 
000—are paid less than $5. The general 
avM-age is $.*1.24. Altogether there an* 
about 150,OtK) women wage earners in 
tho city. They divide naturally into 
three great ciasseo—factory workers, 
commm’ial emidoyes. such as clerks, 
stleaw’omen, stenognipheni and telegra¬ 
phers, and domestic workers. In the 
commercial pursuits there is probably 
tbe largest number of adequately paid 
workers; but, on the wffble, considering 
tbe majority of ordinary worker*, there 
is little or DO difference In conditions 
Tbo average working woman suffers 
physically from lack of food, from in¬ 
sanitary housing both at home and in 
her workshop, from inability-to get snf- 
fident and suitable clothing. On. the 
psycboiogical side she suffers chiefly 
from an inadequate system of education 
and want of wholesome amusement and 
recreation. 

, These women wage earners comprise 
about one-fifth of the adult population, 
so their healthy -development, physical¬ 
ly and mentally, morally and spiritually. 
Is a matter of vital consequence to the 
whole community. Y*et not one person in 
a thousand ever thinks of them. The 
few who have not only tbooght, bat in- 
vestifated and tried to inprove condi- 
tiooiL have, for the most part, been work¬ 
ers like themselves. To the 10 per rent 
of the working men and women organised 
In tradea unlooe belongs most of the cred¬ 
it for tbe state and natiooil legislative 
committees which have in-vestigated tbe 
affairs of working wcunen and for the 
factory and 8weatsb(qi inspection laws 
which have wrought some improvement. 
—Harper’s Bisar.
